I  will  undertake  to  consider  only  one 
other  phase  of  our  religion.  It  is  all- 
inclusive,  a  very  wonderful  thing  that 
the  Lord  commanded  us  to  do,  which  has 
for  its  purpose  the  same  end,  the  sancti- 
fying of  the  earth  that  it  may  be  prepared 
for  its  celestial  glory.  What  is  that? 
I  allude  to  prayer  as  a  means  of  sancti- 
fying our  souls. 

Prayer  is  an  exercise  in  all  the  funda- 
mental principles  of  life  and  salvation.  It 
•is  an  exercise  in  faith,  for  no  man  cometh 
to  God  except  he  believeth  that  He  is,  and 
that  He  is  a  rewarder  of  them  that  dili- 
gently seek  Him.  Prayer  is  faith  ;  it  is 
also  turning  our  backs  upon  evil,  because 
whenever  we  come  to  God  of  necessity  we 
must  turn  our  backs  upon  evil.  That  ;s 
repentance.

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We  have  no  need  to  be  discouraged 
because  of  the  slow  growth  in  numbers 
in  the  'Church.  I  have  never  ielt  thai  it 
is  altogether  numbers  .that  count,  tor  I 
recognize, the  fact  that  Cod,  in  one  Per- 
son, is  greater  •  than  .all  of  the  world. 
This  great  latter-day  work  is  His  work, 
and  it  will  be  carried  on  until  every  pre- 
diction that  has  been  made  by  he 
prophets  of  old,  and  those  of  this  d  s- 
pensation   have   been    fulfilled. 

It  is  an  individual  work,  too.  livery 
person  in  the  Church,  from  the  youtniul 
to  the  aged,  finds  some  place  for  labour 
in  the  Gospel  Cause.  Every  man,  every 
woman,  every  boy,  every  girl  finds  a  place 
for  active  service  in  the  Church.  I 
have  no  doubt  but  what  God  intended 
that  it  should  be  so;  for  it  is  one  reason 
why  men,  and  women,  boys  and  girls, 
in  the  Church  can  stand  before  an  audi- 
ence and  testify  that  they  know  that  God 
lives,  that  Jesus  is  the  Christ,  and  that 
this   is   indeed   God's   work. 

We  as  a  Church  are  not  interested  in 
the  criticisms  and  wicked  misrepresenta- 
tions made  against  us  in  the  past.  l 
think  that  through  the  lives  of  our  mem- 
bers in  the  past  one  hundred  years  has 
been  demonstrated  the  irrefutable  fact 
that  living  the  principles  of  "  Mormon- 
ism  "  makes  of  people  better  men,  better 
women,  and  better  citizens.  If  it  were 
f^herwise,  and  proved  to  be  otherwise, 
there  would  be  no  greater  positive  proof 
that   this  latter-day  work   is   not  of  God. 

During  the  recent  World  War,  were 
there  any  young  men  in  the  armies  thit 
lived  cleaner  lives  than  the  young  "  Mor- 
mon "  soldiers?  How  often  have  I  met 
officers  of  the  army  who  warmed  my 
heart  by  saying  what  fine,  outstanding, 
honourable,  clean  young  men  they  were. 
They  became  known  to  their  officers 
wherever  thev  were  for  their  outstand- 
ing and  admirable  qualities.  I  do  not 
care  whether  it  be  in  war,  whether  it  be 
at  home — 1  do  not  care  where  they  go 
anv  place  in  the  world,  Latter-day  Saints 
ought  to  be  recognized  as  somewhat 
different  from  the  ordinary  peoples  of  the 
world.  If  their  religion  does  not  make 
them  so,  they  have  not  the  spirit  of  'he 
Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ.  I  expect  to  see 
the  day  come  when  the  honest  peoples 
of  the  world  will  sav  :  "  This  world  would 


be  better,  people  would  be  happier,  suc- 
cess would  be  obtained  through  their 
endeavours,  if  they  accepted  and  prac- 
tised the  principles  of  the  Church  of  Jesus 
Christ."  Within  its  beliefs,  within  its 
knowledge,  and  within  its  teachings, 
young  men,  and  young  women,  old  men 
and  old  women,  will  find  consolation;  and 
it  will  lead  them  to  seek  God  in  prayer. 

I  want  to  bear  you  my  testimony  that 
all  those  who  honestly  pray,  night  ana 
morning,  to  the  God  that  gave  them  life 
— the  Creator  of  this  world — and  pray  in 
earnest,  will  receive  consolation,  and  will 
receive  that  for  which  they  are  seeking, 
if  it  be  to  their  advantage. 

Prayer  is  a  most  essential  step  in  gain- 
ing a  testimony  of  God  and  of  His  latter- 
day  work.  I  have  passed  through  the 
period  of  doubt.  I  have  felt  in  my  soul 
that  I  could  not  say  that  this  was  the 
true  Church  of  Christ.  I  know  what 
doubt  is !  I  know ;  and  I  can  testify 
to  you  that  doubt  can  only  be  removed, 
if  it  is  an  honest  person  and  a  soul  seek- 
ing for  truth,  by  asking  God  to  give  him 
or  her  a  testimony  of  Jesus  Christ,  and 
of  the  work  established  in  this  dispensa- 
tion. And  when  that  knowledge  comes, 
I  want  to  say  to  you  that  it  is  the  happiest 
experience,  and  the  most  wonderful 
knowledge  that  comes  to  a  man,  a 
woman,    a   boy,    or   a   girl. 

And  to  my  own  people  I  want  to  give 
the  advice  that  my  mother  gave  to  me. 
Particularly  to  the  young  people  that  have 
not  yet  received  a  testimony  within  their 
souls  that  this  is  God's  work  do  I  wish 
to  pass  on  her  wise  counsel:  "  Keep 
yourself  unspotted  from  the  sins  of  the 
world,  and  pray  to  God  earnestly  day  and 
night ;  and  T  promise  you  that  you  shall 
know  that  this  is  God's  work." 

An  so  I  say  to  all,  if  you  want  to  know- 
that  this  is  God's  work,  He  will  reveal 
it  to  you,  providing  you  prepare  your 
minds  and  hearts  and  souls  for  it. — 
(Digest  of  an  address  delivered  in  the

Practice  in   Faith. 

So  don't  you  see  that  it  is  a  practice 
in  faith  and  repentance,  a  seeking  or 
forgiveness  of  our  sins,  the  very  thing 
for  which  baptism  has  been  introduced  in 
our  Church,  and  seeking  the  guidance  of 
God's  holy  spirit  also,  the  very  thing 
which  God  proposes  to  bestow  upon  us 
by  the  laying  on  of  hands  of  those  who 
have  been  commissioned  to  do  so?  The 
Lord  has  commanded  that  we  shall  pray 
without  ceasing.  Does  the  Lord  mean 
that?  Absolutely,  yes!  You  do  not 
think  that  the  Lord  would  make  any  re- 
quirement of  us  that  he  does  not  expect 
us  to  obey.  Not  by  any  means.  Oh, 
no;  He  is  not  trifling  with  us,  He  expects 
us   to  pray   without  ceasing. 

What,  always  down  on  our  knees? 
No,  He  did  not  say  that.  Always  offer- 
ing words  of  prayer?  No,  He  did  not  say 
that.  Well,     then,     what     is     prayer? 

Prayer  is  a  condition  of  the  heart.  We 
oftimes  sing  (we  did ,  in  our  conference 
meeting  last  night).  "  Prayer  is  the 
soul's  sincere  desire,  uttered  or  unex- 
pressed." It  is  an  emanation  of  the 
heart;  that  is  what  prayer  is,  and  that  is 
what  the  Lord  expects  to  be  constant. 
Always  Praying. 

When  we  think  of  it  we  are  always 
praying  in  spite  of  ourselves.  Every 
human  being  that  ever  has  been  found 
upon  the  face  of  the  earth  and  properly 
examined  has  been  found  to  be  engaged 
in  prayer,  having  faith,  every  one.  Some 
very  much  different  from  others,  but  there 
is  faith  in  all  the  children  of  God.  It  is 
part  of  that  divine  image  in  which  we 
have  been  created.  Not  only  have  we 
been  created  in  God's  physical  image,  but 
we  have  been  endowed  with  all  His  divine 
attributes,  every  one.  And  faith  is  one 
of  them,  and  prayer  is  an  exercise  in 
faith.  And  so  is  repentance  an  exercise, 
repentance  from  sin.  Pray,  then,  without 
ceasing.. 

Not  Always  to  God. 

The  trouble  with  us  is  that  we  do  not 
always  pray  to  God,  although  we  are 
always  praying.  The  moment  we  cease 
praying  to  God  we  begin  praying  to  the 
adversary  of  our  souls.  What  are  we 
praying  for?  Prayer  is  the  soul's  sin- 
cere   desire.        We    are    admonished    not 


only  to  pray,  but  to  watch  and  pray.  In- 
asmuch as  it  is  an  emanation  of  the  heart, 
it  behoves  us  therefore  to  see  what  is  in 
our  hearts. 

What  are  you  praying  for?  Is  it  a 
prayer  to  God  ur  a  prayer  to  mammon? 
Are  you  praying  for  the  sordid  things  r>f 
this  world,  for  the  gratification  ot  evil 
desires,  or  unworthy  ambitions ;  or  are 
you  praying  for  the  triumph  of  God's> 
work,  lor  the  sanctifying  of  His  peopie, 
for  the  restoration  of  this  earth  to  its 
paradisiacal  glory,  for  your  own  eternal 
salvation  and  a  reunion  with  your  loved 
ones  that  have  gone  before?  What  are 
the  righteous  desires  of  your  heart? 
Therefore,  watch  and  pray  and  see  what 
is  in  your  heart. 

You  may  rest  assured  that  whatever  is 
there  will  find  expression.  Now,  what 
is  this  verbal  prayer  that  we  do  when  we 
get  upon  our  knees?  We  are  giving 
expression  to  prayer,  and  that  ought  to 
be  frequent.  Every  morning  and  every 
night  we  ought  to  render  prayers  unto 
the  Lord,  these  verbal  prayers,  and  go 
before  him  in  humility  upon  the  bended 
knees  of  our  body,  in  secret  and  in  family 
circle,  in  our  public  worship  and  other- 
wise should  we  offer  up  prayers  verbally, 
giving  expression  to  that  unceasing  prayer 
that   is   within   our   hearts. 

Watch  our  Hearts. 

Now  then,  it  behoves  us  to  watch  what 
is  in  our  hearts.  You  may  rest  assured 
that  whatever  is  there  will  find  expres- 
sion, for  out  of  the  fulness  of  the  heart 
the  mouth  speaketh.  Whom  shall  we 
pray  for?  For  the  General  Authorities 
of  the  Church?  Oh,  yes.  Pray  for 
President  Grant,  our  president,  God's 
mouthpiece  unto  his  people,  the  prophet, 
seer  and  revelator.  Pray  for  him  that 
he  may  receive  the  revelations  of  God, 
that  he  may  guide  the  people  according  to 
the  will  of  God.  Pray  for  his  counsellors 
that  they  may  unite  with  him,  and  the 
chosen  Twelve  that  they  may  be  as  one 
man  in  all  things  pertaining  to  the  up- 
building of  God's  work.  Oh,  yes,  pray 
for  them,  every  one  of  them  ;  not  neces- 
sarily every  time  you  go  upon  your  knees. 
Oh,  no,  that  would  not  be  necessary.     But 
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see  to  it  that  that  is  constantly  in  your 
heart.  Pray  for  the  president  of  this 
stake  ? 

Pray  for  All. 

Yes,  pray  for  President  Smith  and  nis 
counsellors,  the  high  council,  the  bishops 
pf  the  \arious  wards  in  this  stake  and 
wheresoever  you  may  live.  Pray  for  them 
that  they  may  enjoy  the  spirit  of  their 
high  calling,  and  have  wisdom  commensu- 
rate with  the  responsibility  which  God 
has  placed  upon  them.  They  need  your 
sustaining  prayers.  Pray  for  them,  not 
necessarily  every  time,  but  see  that  it  is 
constantly   in  your  heart. 

Prav  for  the  bishop  of  your  ward?  yes, 
by  all  means — there  where  you  have  your 
standing  in  the  Church,  where  you  take 
your  little  ones  to  be  blessed  and  to  re- 
ceive a  father's  blessing,  and  when  they 
arrive  at  the  years  of  accountability, 
where  ihey  receive  the  holy  ordinance  ot 
baptism  and  the  laying  on  of  hands  for 
the  gift  of  the  Holy  Ghost.  Pray  for 
them  for  they  need  your  sustaining 
prayer.  They  are  fathers  of  the  people  ; 
we  need  them,  we  want  to  be  able  ro 
obtain  the  recommendation  of  our  bishop, 
for  we  could  do  nothing  in  this  Church 
without  his  recommendation. 

Must  Have  Recommend. 

You  cannot  go  to  the  House  of  the 
Lord  without  your  bishop's  recommend, 
you  cannot  go  upon  a  mission  without 
it,  you  cannot  be  ordained  to  any  office 
in  the  Priesthood  without  the  recom- 
mendation of  your  bishop,  that  you  are 
a  faithful  Latter-day  Saint.  Oh,  yes, 
pray  for  your  bishop  and  his  counsellors 
that  ihey  too  may  have  wisdom  com- 
mensurate wi^h  this  great  responsibility 
that  rests  upon  them,  who  come  nearer 
to  the  people  than  any  other  officer  in  this 
Church. 

Pray  for  your  loved  ones?  Oh,  yes, 
for  vour  wives  and  your  children.  Pray 
for  them  that  thev  may  not  wander  into 
by  and  forbidden  paths,  that  they  may 
walk  in  the  straight  and  narrow  Way  that 
leadeth  unto  life,  and  pray  that  God  may 
hold  them  as  in  the  hollow  of  His  hand, 
that  no  harm  or  evil  may  befall  them. 
Their  lives  are  precious  in  the  sight  of 
God  and  how  you  would  grieve  if  you 
were  to  lose  them. 


Should  be  Patient. 

Who  else  should  we  pray  for  ?  The 
sick  and  the  afflicted  by  all  means,  and 
exercise  all  the  faith  in  your  heart.  Says 
one:  '  But  my  prayers  are  not  always 
heeded."  P'erhaps  not,  the  way  we 
offer;  up  our  prayers  they  are  not  always 
heeded.  Did  you  ever  think  for  one 
moment  what  a  condition  would  prevail 
if  prayers  were  all  answered  precisely  as 
we  offered  them?  There  would  not  be 
any  of  us  die ;  somebody  would  pray  that 
we  might  live.  We  would  all  get  rich, 
and  the  Lord  knows  what  that  would  do 
to  us.  What  would  become  of  us  if  we 
all  got  rich?  Oh,  no,  the  Lord  knows 
better  than  we  know  ourselves  what  we 
need.  There  should  accompany  every 
prayer  that  we  offer  up  unto  Him  this 
reservation:  "  Thy  will  be  done,  not 
mine."  Did  not  the  Saviour  teach  us 
that  in  the  hour  of  His  greatest  ttial  when 
he  said:  "  If  it  be  possible,  let  this  cup 
pass  from  me;  nevertheless  not  as  I  will, 
but  as  Thou  wilt."  Is  it  not  also  in  the 
Lord's  prayer  that  we  should  seek  to  do 
the  will  of  God — "  Thy  kingdom  come, 
Thy  will  be  done  in  earth  as  it  is  in 
Heaven."  Oh,  yes,  the  Lord  knows 
what  we  need  better  than  we  know  our- 
selves, and  that  is  the  thing  which  should 
accompany  every  prayer.  That  does  not 
prevent  us  from  exercising  all  the  faith 
we  can  in  behalf  of  our  sick  ones ;  it  is 
our  duty  to  pray  for  them  and  offer  up 
the  prayer  of  faith,  and  the  Lord  has  pro- 
mised to  raise  them  up  from  their  beds 
of  affliction. 

Enemies  Included. 

There  is  someone  else  I  think  we  ought 
to  pray  for,  that  I  have  in  mind  at  the 
present  time,  and  I  wonder  if  we  are 
praying  for  him.  Pray  for  him  that 
despitefully  uses  you.  Are  you  doing 

that?  What,  pray  for  the  man  that 
cheats  me,  that  swindles  me,  that  takes 
advantage  of  me  in  every  business  deal, 
that  maligns  me  and  does  me  all  manner 
of  mischief?  Prav  for  him?  The  Lord 
said:  "  Pray  for  them  which  despitefully 
use  vou."  That  is  like  loving  your 
neighbour  as  yourself.  One  says:  "  How 
can  I  love  my  neighbour  who  despitefully 
uses  me?  Who  uses  me  in  the  way  to 
which   I  have  referred? 
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How  can  love  him  with  all  my  heart?  " 
Well,  ask  yourself  the  question.  You 
are  called  to  love  your  neighbour  as  you 
love  yourself;  how  do  you  love  yourself 
and  why?  Is  it  because  you  are  good? 
No,  not  so.  VVhy,  the  meaner  a  man  is 
the  more  he  loves  himself.  That  is 
exactly  what  makes  him  so  mean.  Keep 
that  in  mind  then.  I  do  not  know  what 
effect  your  prayer  is  going  to  have  upon 
that  neighbour  ol  yours  who  despite. ully 
uses  you,  but  I  do  know  this,  it  will  do 
\ou  good,  it  will  cast  hat.ed  out  of  your 
heart,  it  will  sanctify  your  soul  and  pre- 
pare you  for  the  day  when  the  earlh  shall 
be  renewed. 

All  Bring  Blessings. 

Do  you  not  see  that  every  true  prayer 
is  answered  in  blessings  upon  your  head, 
the  head  of  him  who  offers  up  that  true 
prayer?  Therefore,  ask  and  you  shall 
receive — not  necessarily  the  very  thiirgs 
which  you  ask  ior,  that  may  be  the  very 
worst  thing  that  God  could  give  you — but 
ask  and  you  shall  receive,  knock  and  the 
door  shall  be  opened  unto  you 

The  Lord  taught  us  to  pray:  "Cur 
Father  which  art  in  heaven,  Hallowed  be 
Thy  name,  Thy  Kingdom  come.  Thy  will 
be  done  in  earth,  as  it  is  in  heaven." 
That  should  be  the  spirit  of  our  prayers. 
We  should  pray  for  the  things  that  we 
need.  "  Give  us  this  day  our  our  daily 
bread.  And  forgive  us  our  debts  as  we 
forgive  our  debtors."  Let  us  think  of 
that;  do  you  think  that  there  is  any  cf 
us  that  does  not  need  to  be  forgiven?  Ts 
there  any  who  thinks  that  he  is  without 
sin?  If  there  be  he  deceiveth  himself 
and  the  truth  is  not  in  him.  We  :.ll 
need  to  be  forgiven,  and  if  we  want  ;o 
be  forgiven  we  must  forgive  those  who 
trespass  against  us.  No  matter  how 
despitefully  they  may  use  you  that  should 
be  your  attitude  toward  them.  The  Lord 
has  said:  "  I,  the  Lord,  will  forgive 
whom  I  will  forgive,  but  of  you  it  is  re- 
quired to  forgive  all  men."  That  is  the 
spirit  of  this  gospel — to  forgive  all  men. 
Avoid  Hatred. 

Do  not  hold  hatred  in  your  heart. 
That  destroys  your  own  soul  and  pre- 
vents you  from  sanctifying-  and  preparing 
yourself  for  the  celestial  glorv. 

Now,  my  brothers  and  sisters,  these 
and   many   other   things   we   are   carrying 


on  in  ihis  Churcn,  in  this  organized 
capacity,  all  having  for  their  purpose  the 
preparation  for  the  coming  of  our  Lord, 
tor  that  glorious  clay  when  only  righteous- 
ness shall  prevail  upon  this  earth,  ana 
when  we  shall  be  prepared  to  receive  our 
Lord  and  dwell  with  Him  through  the 
endless   ages   of   eternity. 

May  we  be  numbered  among  that  happy 
throng  that   shall   thus  serve  the   Lord,    ' 
pray  in  the  name  oi  Jesus  Christ.   Amen.

Certitudes  of  Religion

Cne  clay  a  teacher  with  Christian 
Science  leanings  and  a  lawyer  of  the 
"  Mormon  "  faith  were  engaged  in  a 
friendly  chat  on  religion.  As  the  dis- 
cussion proceeded  the  idea  of  God  came 
up  for  consideration.  By  this  time  the 
Christian  Scientist  had  begun  to  develop 
a  little  earnestnes.  When  the  Mormon 
said  something  about  the  personality  of 
God,  the  follower  of  Mrs.  Eddy  remarked 
quite   positively  : 

"  There  is  no  personal   God." 

Of  course,  this  disciple  of  the  founder 
of  Christian  Science  did  not  intend  to 
deny  that  God  is  endowed  with  personal 
characteristics.  He  believes  that  God  is 
'*  mind,  principle,  love."  Mind  and  love 
are  both  attributes  of  personality.  What 
the  Christian  Scientist  really  meant  to  say 
was  that  God  does  not  have  form  or  cor- 
poreality. This  affirmation  is  also  im- 
possible of  proof. 

Moreover,  the  idea  that  God  has  no 
form  is  tantamount  to  saying  He  is  only 
an  abstraction.  The  notion  that  God 
is  wholly  formless  is  not  easily  reconciled 
with  modern  conceptions  of  even  the 
physical  universe. 

The  atom  which  is  the  smallest  bit  of 
matter  known  to  science,  has  structure 
and  is  an  organized  existing  thing.  It 
can  be  examined,  measured  and  divided 
into  its  constituent  electrons  and  protons. 
In  fact,  it  is  so  intricately  and  marvel- 
lously adjusted  that  in  some  respects  it 
resembles  a  miniature  solar  system. 

The  largest  star  in  the  universe,  which 
is  millions  of  times  as  large  as  our  sun, 
is  an  organized  mass  having  form  and 
structure.  From  an  infinitesimal  atom 
of  gas  to  an  inconceivably  large  star, 
there  is  not  an  existing  thing  in  the  uni- 
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verse    that    does    not    have    structure    and 
limitation   of   mass. 

Organization  and  structure  i.->  a 
characteristic  of  .ill  existing  things,  and 
a  necessary  condition  to  the  existence  ot 
life.  The  tiniest  microbe  has  an  or- 
ganized body.  So  does  the  mastadoa. 
There  is  not  a  living  thing  between  these 
two  extremes  of  life  that  does  not  have 
a  structural  body.  No  life  has  been  dis- 
covered apart  from  some  skeletal  form. 
Life  is  essential  to  consciousness ;  and 
consciousness  is  essential  to  intelligence. 
Everyone  who  thinks  of  God  at  all  thinks 
of  Him  as  being  intelligent.  But  he 
could  not  be  intelligent  without  being 
;dive  and  conscious.  And  no  life  has 
been  found  apart  from  some  organized 
existing  entity. 

It  is  quite  impossible  to  think  of  God 
as  more  than  a  mere  abstraction  or  fig- 
ment of  the  mind,  without  thinking  ct 
Him  as  an  organized  entity  having  limita- 
tions of  form.  Moreover,  the  very 
moment  we  ascribe  to  Him  any  attribute 
of  mind,  which  we  invariably  do,  we  at 
once  assume  that  He  is  an  entity  who 
thinks.  We  never  suppose  that  He  is 
just  an  idea  or  a  thought  or  a  mere 
emanation  of  mind. 

We  say  God  is  "  love."  What  do  we 
mean?  We  do  not  mean  that  He  is 
just  fhe  abstract  idea  of  love.  Obvi- 
ously we  mean  that  He  is  some  kind  of 
an  entity  who  is  so  noble  in  His  attitude 
toward  other  beings  that  His  dominant 
attitude  is  love. 

Thus  far  we  have  seen  by  analogy  from 
ali  known  things  that  if  God  is  alive  He 
must  have  structure  ;  and  if  He  is  intelli- 
gent, He  must  have  the  persona! 
characteristics  of  knowing,  feeling  and 
willing. 

It  is  utterlv  impossible  to  ascribe  these 
qualities  of  personality  to  a  mere  abstrac- 
tion. Why  should  we  attempt  such  an 
impossibility?  Personality,  in  the  sense 
of  an  organized  entity  that  has  form  and 
possesses  volitional  powers,  is  the  highest 
thing"  "we  can  think  of.  A  doctor  friend 
recently  made  light  of  the  idea  that  the 
"  little  wormlike  creature  called  man 
should  suppose  he  is  any  consequential 
part  of  the  vast  un'verso."  I  answered 
him  bv  saying  :  "  This  '  human  worm 
can  measure  the  distance  to  the  farthest 


star,  determine  its  dimensions,  weigh  its 
mass,  and  tell  just  at  what  precise  spot 
it  will  be  a  thousand  years  from  now. 
1  he  largest  star  in  the  universe  cannot 
do   any   of   these   marvellous  things.'' 

There  is  no  getting  away  from  the  idea 
that  the  entity  in  human  form,  having 
knowing  and  willing  powers,  and  being 
conscious  of  self  and  other  selves,  is  the 
highest  thing  in  the  universe  of  which  we 
can  form  a  conception. 

All  the  analogies  we  can  draw  from  the 
facts  of  science  tell  us  that  God  is  a  per- 
sonal entity.  The  voice  of  art  bears  the 
same  testimony.  Shakespeare,  the  artist 
of  all  artists  in  the  field  of  literary  crafts- 
manship,   makes   Hamlet   apostrophize  : 

"  What  a  piece  of  work  is  man!  How 
noble  in  reason  !  How  infinite  in  facul- 
ties !  In  form  and  moving,  how  express 
and  admirable!  In  action,  how  like  an 
angel  !  In  apprehension,  how  like  a 
god  !  The  beauty  of  the  world  !  The 
paragon  of  animals!  " 

The  facts  of  science  and  all  the  noble 
conceptions  of  art  verify  God's  own  des- 
cription of  Himself.  "  God  created  man 
in   His  own   image  and   likeness." 

But,  it  will  be  asked,  how  is  this  idea 
of  a  localized  Deity  to  be  harmonized,  with 
the  generally  accepted  conception  of  the 
every whei  eness  of  God  ?  A  very  simple 
illustration  furnishes  the  answer.  You 
have  freqently  entered  a  room  where  there 
was  a  large  rose  in  a  vase  on  the  table. 
The  first  thing  you  detected  was  the 
delight-giving     fragrance.  This     pure 

emanation  from  the  rose  filled  the  room. 

The  rose  itself  is  a  definite  structural 
thing  having  limitation  of  form  and  size. 
But  its  fragrance  has  no  special  form  or 
limitation.  It  is  liberally  everywhere. 
The  rose,  bv  the  delightful  odour  that 
goes  out  from  its  bieaking  heart,  is 
omnipresent.  .So  God,  the  actual  per- 
sonal being,  is  an  individualized  entity 
having  definite  form  and  limitations.  But 
He  is  illimitable  in  the  space  He  occupies 
by  the  spirit  which  emanates  from   Him.

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Another  Book  Was 
Opened.

For  years,  in  Europe,  the  progress  of 
medicine  has  been  materially  furthered  hy 
properly  conducted  post  mortem  studies.  It 
is  the  custom,  particularly  in  Vienna,  to  hold 
autopsies  for  victims  of  even  the  common 
diseases.  Persons  dying  from  obscure 
diseases,  require  a  most  painstaking  and 
thoroughly  scientific  examination. 

These  autopsies  are  performed  by  special- 
ists. Careful  records  are  made  and  all 
energies  devoted  to  further  the  knowledge  of 
diseases  and  its  effect  upon  the  human  body. 
This  branch  of  the  Medical  Science  is  known 
as   Pathology. 

This  was  no  ordinary  funeral.  Funeral 
services  from  the  Chapel  of  the  Allge- 
meines  Krankenhaus,  Vienna's  oldest  and 
largest  hospital,  were  common;  as  many 
as  ten  or  fifteen  bodies  a  day  passed 
through  the  Chapel,  or  were  taken  direct- 
ly from  the  Morgue,  to  various  parts  of 
the  city,  for  burial, 

■  There  was  never  any  interruption,  or 
confusion  ;  the  process  continued  smooth- 
ly,, because  each  day,  the  same  workers, 
the  same  carriages,  the  decorations  were 
used;,  only  the  coffins  and  the  persons  in 
mourning  changed  Indeed,  the  flowers 
all  looked  the  same;  the  sprays  and 
figured  wreaths,  just  like  those  of  yester- 
day, last  week  and  last  year.  They  were 
always  fresh,  but. few;  for  Vienna  was 
very  poor,  and  many  times  there  were 
none  at  all. 

Not  so  to-day.  This  was  no  ordinary 
burial  service.  The  smooth  routine  of 
operations  seemed  interrupted.  The  yard 
was  fiHed  with  carriages  and  paid 
mourners.  The  chapel  doors  and, win- 
dows were  festooned  with  many  black 
tailored   decorations.  •  - 

Inside  the  chapel  numerous  candles 
burned  before  the  altar  where  reposed  a 
large  pretentious  casket,  banked  high 
with  flowers.  Near  the  casket  sat  a 
woman,  middle-aged,  well  dressed,  and 
crying.  She  was  surrounded  by  persons, 
also  in  deep  mourning,  who  seemed 
strangely  anxious  and  worried  because -of 
her  repeated  outbursts  and  varied  mani- 
festations  of  great  -suffering. 


There  seemed  something  strange  and 
unreal  about  all  this  pictured  grief,  for 
deepest  emotion  is  most  olten  incased  in 
greatest   silence .. 

It  was  a  coincidence  that  the  class  in 
Pathology,  the  study  of  the  effect  of 
disease  on  the  body,  began  a  half-hour 
after  the  funeral  services  had  started, 
but  it  made  possible  the  hearing  of  part 
of  the  service. 

The  early  designers  of  the  old  hospital 
for  economic  reasons,  had  placed  the 
chapel  and  the  post-mortem  rooms  near 
together,  in  a  far  corner  of  the  hospital 
yard.  On  this  morning  the  sad,  plain- 
tive notes  of  the  organ  and  the  voices 
of  the  choir  came  clearly  through  the 
chape;!  windows.  The  raised  voice  of 
the  clergyman  was  heard  in  loud  praise  to 
the  character  and  accomplishments  of  the 
deceased. 

"  May  the  mortal  remains  of  this  good 
man,"  said  he,  "  rest  in  peace  forever." 
"  May  his  life  of  virtue  and  wejl  doing 
stand  as  a  beacon  light  to  errant  youth 
and  his  great  faith  and  Christian  charac- 
ter be  a  lesson  to  us  all." 

At  that  moment  the  professor  of  path- 
ology entered  the  class  room  and  pro- 
ceeded with  his  lecture.  (It  is  a  law  in 
Vienna  that,  anyone  accepting  hospital 
treatment  can  be  posted  at  death ;  and 
often  important-  organs  are  removed  and 
preserved  for  the  purpose  of  teaching.) 

"  I  have  here,  said  he,  "  the  organs  of 
a  man  fifty  years  of  age.  The  case  history 
says  he  came  to  the  hospital  two  months 
ago,  complaining  of  pain  in  the  chest,  and 
died  three  days  ago  from  symptoms  of 
suffocation  and  Cardiac  failure. 

"  You  will  notice,  gentlemen,  the  brain 
shows  a  large  area  of  softening ;  that  the 
heart  and  blood-vessels  of  this  individual 
reveal  the  changes  of  an  old  syphilis. 
Interesting  is  rhe  fact  that  the  liver  is 
full  of  fat  degeneration  and  granular 
nodules,  the  results  of  high  living  and 
alcohol,  yet  the  patient's  history,  says  this 
person  did  not  drink. 

"  These  destructive  changes  in  the 
brain,  the  heart,  and  the  blood  vessels 
are  so  marked  that  I  shall  preserve  these 
specimens  that  others  may  see  the  des- 
tructive effects  wrought  by  alcohol  and 
syphilis.  This  man's  .syphilis  was  un- 
treated, and  such  an  individual  is  sure,  to 
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come  to  an  early  and  painful  end.        Dur- 
ing the  years  he  did  live  he  was  a  menace 

to  others. "  , 

So  one  after  another,  the  secrets,  and 
real  life  of  that  individual  were  disclosed. 
A  sorrowing  widow,  some  sympathetic 
friends,  and  a  clergyman,  followed  a  body 
shell,  with  a  painted  lace  to  the  ceme- 
tery; but  the  vital  organs  or  that  man 
remained  behind,  and  became  merely  a 
specimen  in  a  iar  of  alcohol  on  a  dusty 
shelf. 

It  is  of  no  consequence  what  eulogies 
were  spoken  at  the  graveside,  or  what 
inscription  marks  the  costly  stone.  Im- 
portant is  the  fact  that  only  the  words, 
"  third  degree  syphilis,  and  alcohol," 
mark  the  labelled  jar  that  contains  the 
brain  and  heart  of  that  man. 
'"  For  the  Lord  seeth  not  as  man  seeth 
For   man    looketh    on    the   outward   ap- 

pea'rances 

But    the    Lord    looketh    at    the    heart." 

"  I  would  be  virtuous  for  my  own  sake, 

though    nobody    w-ere    to    know    it ;    as    I 

would  be  clean  for  my  own  sake,  though 

nobodv  were  to  see  me." — Shaftsbury. 


Children  and  Primary 

"  IT  IS  MORE  BLESSED  TO 
GIVE  THAN  TO  RECEIVE."    • 

"  Service  is  sweet  " — is  the  motto  of 
the  members  of  a  primary  group,  who  do 
not  doubt  the  Master's  words  and  whose 
jov  it  is  to  serve. 

Oh,  for  a  sublime  conception  of  this 
great  truth!  Oh,  for  the  same  mind  to 
be  in  us,   which   was  also  in  Jesus. 

God's  people  are  to  be  a  loving 
family,  and  an  interchange  of  kindly 
offices  is  to  be  the  bond  of  union  between 
them.  A  sensible  presence  of  God's 
goodness  to  us  must  so  gladden  our  spirit 
that  we  must  feel  in  love  with  heaven  and 
earth. 

We  cannot  do  much  good  and  we  can- 
not experience  such  a  feeling  fully  ;  unless 
we  have  a  clear  consciousness  of  our 
own  sincerity  in  the  service  of  Christ  and 
of  our  real  fellowship  with  Him.  To  be 
useful  to  others,  we  must  of  a  necessity 
be  alive  in  ourselves. 

The  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ  alone  has 
the  power  to  make  us  thus  alive.  The 
more    we   learn   the    great   truths    taught 


in  the  Gospel,  the  more  we  bring  them 
into  practice  in  our  daily  lives,  the  better 
will  we  be  able  to  imbue  other's  with  en- 
larged views  of  their  relations  and  duties, 
and  to  inspire  them  with  those  pure  prin- 
ciples of  exalted  aims  which  are  alone 
worthy  of  an  intelligent  and  accountable 
race. 

Fathers  and  mothers — members  of  the 
Church  of  Jesus  Christ — are  we  fuily 
aware  of  the  magnitude  of  our  obliga- 
tions to  our  children?  Do  we  realise 
that  we  are  their  guardians  in  their 
physical,  mental,  social  and  spiritual 
development?  If  so,  the  appeal  which 
comes  to  you  to  co-operate  with  the 
Church  to  help  our  youth  to  meet  their 
situation  as  Latter-day  Saint  children 
must    find    a    warm    and    hearty    support. 

Kind  reader,  the  foregoing  must  serve 
as  an  introduction  to  the  following  simple 
letter,  which  I,  as  a  primary  teacher, 
have  a  keen  sense  of  pleasure  in  directly 
addressing  to  the  children  of  the  Church 
and  to  their  little  friends ;  but,  which  I 
humbly  pray  in  the  name  of  our  Lord  will 
touch  your  parental  hearts  in  such  a  way 
that  you  will  do  all  in  your  power  with 
the  help  of  the  Holy  Spirit  to  move  the 
work  of  the  Primaries  on  with  gigantic 
strides. 

Dear  sweet  children, — I  feel  we  are 
going  to  come  to  a  fine  understanding  of 
each  other  by  means  of  this  letter.  I 
am  sure  you  could  guess  why.  It  is 
because,  with  every  thought  expressed,  I 
pray  the  Heavenly  Father  to  help  me  to 
convey  to  you  in  simple,  loving  words  *he 
wonderful  joy  that  may  be  yours  if  you 
will  try  to  serve  the  Lord. 

By  telling  you  what  has  been  accom- 
plished by  a  little  Primary  class ;  I  would 
like  you  to  be  so  filled  with  love  for 
Jesus,  that  you  will  be  able  to*  overcome 
any  difficulty  that  may  come  in  your  way 
and  that  you  will  start  the  new  year  by 
becoming  real,  active  members  of  your 
nearest  Primary,  so  that  the  Lord  Jesus 
will  have  all  the  children  of  this  Mission 
working  for  Him. 

Now,  little .  ones,  before  proceeding,  I 
think  I  Avill  just  tell  you  who  I  am.  This 
is  just  so  simple.  I  am  a  very  humble, 
devoted  teacher  of  the  Mowbray  Branch 
Primary — "The  Busy  Bees" — who  call 
me    Sister   Fourie,    and    sometimes    I   get 
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sweet  little  notes  in  my  letter-box  ad- 
dressed to  "  Our  Dear  Queen  Bee.  ' 
Such  devotion  as  exists  between  us,  is 
already   a  great   blessing   in   itself. 

The  little  Bees,  1G  in  number,  meet 
at  my  home  every  Thursday  atternoon 
at  4  o'clock,  and  though  our  lesson 
period  lasts  only  for  one  hour,  they  rare- 
ly leave  until  six  o'clock.  We  just  find 
it  so  hard  to  part.  We  have  learned 
the  great  lesson  that  the  Lord  wishes  us 
to  be  not  only  hearers  of  the  Word,  but 
also  doers.  This  means  to  carry  out  the 
Lord's  wishes  The  great  wish  of  the 
Lord  is  to  love  God  and  our  neighbour. 
True  love  is  inventive.  It  invents  all 
kinds  of  little  ways  with  which  to  prove 
its  sincerity,  it  does  not  just  wait  for 
chance  opportunities. 

As  we  will  be  judged  in  the  great 
judgment  day  for  the  wrong  we  have 
done,  as  well  as  for  the  good  we  have 
failed  to  do,  you  will  see,  children,  how 
needful  it  is  that  you  should  be  led  to  do 
something  in  your  tender  years,  so  that 
you  may  be  able  to  do  greater  deeds  as 
you  advance  in  years. 

1  he  Primary  organization  of  the  Church 
in  America  has  established  a  hospital  for 
little  crippled  boys  and  girls.  This  hospi- 
tal, which  is  in  Salt  Lake  City,  is  sup- 
ported by  the  children  giving  their 
Brthday  pennies. 

Now  we  have  no  such  institution  be- 
longing to  the  Church  here  in  South 
Africa ;  but  that  is  no  reason  why  we 
should  not  do  something. 

I  am  just  wondering  if  you  would  be 
interested  to  hear  howT  the  little  Busy  Bee 
Piimary  children  raise  their  funds  to 
gladden  the  hearts  of  many  dear  mem- 
bers of  the  Mowbray  Branch.  I  hope 
you  will. 

Upon  the  day  of  its  organization, 
August  18,  1932,  we  started  what  we 
call  the  Busy  Bee  Bank.  During  tne 
week  each  member  tries  to  earn  at  least 
one-penny  or  to  do  without  some  luxury, 
so  as  to  pay  something  into  the  Bank. 

A  record  under  the  nam°  of  Thrift  is 
kept,  together  with  the  recod  of  attend- 
ance, and  any  little  member  could  get 
information  from  this  record  as  to  the 
amount  he  or  she  has  deposited. 

How  happy  they  are  when  their  Bank 
rapidly    fills    with    their    sweet    donations 


that  are  given  without  grudging,  and 
for  ttie  express  reason  to  bring  cheer  to 
those  of  whom  the  Saviour  said:  "  Inas- 
much as  you  have  done  it  to  the  least  of 
one  of  these,  mv  brethren,  ye  do  it  unto 
Me." 

On  the  last  Thursday  of  each  month 
we  take  only  one  shilling  from  our  Bank 
--which,  by  the  way,  is  a  wooden  saving- 
box — to  buy  ingredients  for  the  sweets 
we  make  on  the  first  Thursday  of  every 
month,  and  which  are  sold  at  the  Relief 
Society  Food  Sale  by  two  members  of 
the  Primary.  The  proceeds  are  then 
paid  into  the  Relief  Society  fund. 

The  rest  of  the  money  remains  in  the 
Bank  until  the  time  of  the  Relief  Society 
Bazaar  when  we  use  all  our  savings  io 
get  provisions  for  our  stall.  Here  too 
the  members  work  heartily  together  and 
take  turns  at  serving  at  the  stall. 

We  had  quite  a  novel  idea  of  getting 
some  funds  for  providing  what  we  termed 
"  Xmas  Cheerio  Parcels  "  for  a  few 
members  of  the  Church.  We  started  a 
duck-pond.  Some  friends  supplied  us 
with  the  setting  and  a  faithful  hen  did 
her  duty,  and  soon  the  day  came  when 
the  Bees  had  the  happy  opportunity  of 
giving  their  names  to  the  fluffy  ducklings 
as  they  swam  gleefully  about.  The  Bees 
also  had  to  save  raw  vegetable  scraps  to 
feed  the  ducks.  Later  on  we  had  the  addi- 
tion of  two  more  ducks  generously  pre- 
sented to  the  Bees  by  a  kind  member  r»f 
the  Church  and  her  little  grand-daughter, 
from  Eerste  River  Branch. 

The  Lord,  Who  looks  upon  the  heart 
of  the  giver  more  than  upon  the  gift  has 
greatly  blessed  us  in  our  endeavours ;  for 
during  the  1|  years  of  our  existence  as 
a  Primary  we  have  been  able  to  hand 
over  to  the  Relief  Society  the  total  sum 
of  £7  5s. 

We  are  certain  that  we  have  derived 
more  happiness  from  all  this,  than  the 
recipients  of  our  little  gifts,  so,  we  too 
have  experienced  that  it  is  more  blessed  io 
give  than  to  receive. 

Little  ones,  at  present  the  above  lines 
must  suffice.  I  have  much  more  to  tell 
you  yet,  meanwhile  I  will  pray  that  you 
will  take  Primary  work  seriously  to  heart 
and  that  you  will  be  able,  under  the  direc- 
tion   and    tuition    of    the    good    teachers 
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whom  God  has  given  you  and  who  are 
yet  to  be  chosen,  to  do  even  better  than 
the  Mowbray  Primary  in  time  to  come-. 

The  Lord  bless  you  all,  your  parents 
and  play-mates,  and  please,  another  hum- 
ble request — think  kindly  oi

IS  IT  ALL  WORTH   WHILE.

My   Dear   Brothers   and   Sisters, 

Thinking  over  what  I  have  to  say  at 
this  Conference,  I  thought  the  btst  thing 
to  do  is  to  put  my  thoughts  down  on 
paper. 

I  stand  to-day  in  much  the  same  posi- 
tion as  I  did  at  the  last  Conference — my 
only  gain  in  that  period  has  been  know- 
ledge:— spiritual  knowledge.  I  put  that 
down  to  trying  to  obey  faithiully  and 
carry  out  the  duty  which  I  was  set  apart 
to  do;  that  is.  as  teacher  of  the  GooJ- 
wood  Sunday  School.  The  amount  of 
good  that  I  get  out  of  studying  the 
lessons  which  I  have  to  teach  cannot 
possibly  be  explained  on  this  paper.  I 
would  not  know  how  to  do  it.  The  task 
would  be  too  ^great  for  me.  Only  those 
who  have  benefited  as  I  have  can  imagine 
how,  I  feel  about  it.  It  seems  funny  to 
say  so,  but  it  has  been  a  case  of  the 
class  having  taught  the  teacher. 

I  have  had  a  good  and  attentive  class 
to  teach,  and  that  has  made  a  world  cf 
difference,  inasmuch  as  it  has  made  my 
task  so  much  lighter.  When  I  have 
given  them  assignments  to  learn  or 
memorise  one  child  would  always  try  and 
do  better  than  the  other.  Therefore  I 
would  like  to  thank  my  class  for  what 
they  have  done  for  me. 

I  often  get  thoughts  such  as  this  one, 
and  it  is  the  most  disturbing  thought  1 
ever  get  and  that  is:  "  Is  all  this  worth 
while?  "  Believe  me,  my  Brothers  and 
Sisters,  whenever  I  get  a  reverse  or  set- 
back in  anything,  more  especially  my 
work,  this  thought  comes  foremost  in  my 
mind:  "Is  it  worth  while,"  and  I  can 
assure  ycu  it  is  the'  hardest  thought  that 
I  have  to  overcome.  While  I  have  thit 
thought  I  am  very  sullen  and  irritable 
until  1  have  overcome  it,  but  I  can  veil 
you,  my  Brothers  and  Sisters,  it  is  worth 
while. 

Those  of  you  who  carry  out  your  call- 
ing, whether  it  be  teacher,  president  rr 
counsellor,  know  how  I  feel  about  it, 
and  know  the  satisfied  and  pleasant  feel- 
ing that  comes  over  you  when  you  know 
that  you  have  done  your  duty!

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Baptism  for  the  Dead. 

EDITORIAL. 

He  said  the  Bible  supported  the  doc- 
trine (of  baptism  lor  the  dead),  quoting 
I  Corinthians  15  :  29  :  "  Else  what  shall 
they  do  which  are  baptized  lor  tlie 
dead,  if  the  dead  rise  not  at  all, 
why  are  they  then  baptized  tor  the 
dead?  "  If  there  is  one  word  of  the 
Lord  that  supports  tne  doctrine  of  bap- 
tism lor  the  dead,  it  is  enough  to 
establish  it  as  a  true  doctrine.  Again, 
if  we  can  by  the  authority  of  the  Priest- 
hood oi  the  Son  of  God,  baptize  a  man 
in  the  name  of  the  Father,  of  the  Son, 
and  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  for  the  remission 
of  sins,  it  is  just  as  much  our  privilege  iO 
act  as  an  agent,  and  be  baptized  lor  the 
remission  of  sins  for  and  in  behalf  ot 
our  dead  kindred,  who  have  not  heard  the 
Gospel,  or  the  fullness  of  it.  —Joseph 
smith,  H.  of  C,  Vol.  4,  p.  569. 

The  Mormons  believe  the  true  Gospel 
is  being  taught  in  the  spirit  world  to 
those  who  have  died  without  learning  of 
its  true  teachings  here  on  ea  th.  That 
faith  in  the  mission  of  Jesus  Christ  can 
be  exercised  by  those  w  ho  have  departed 
this  life.  That  death  does  not  change 
the  spirit  of  man,  but  only  separates  it 
from  the  body.  That  those  in  the  spirit 
world  can  repent  of  their  sins  and  receive 
retribution.  That  baptism  for  the  dead 
can  be  done  and  is  done  all  the  time 
in  the  seven  great  Mormon  temples  to- 
day, by  living  persons  being  baptized 
for  and  on  behalf  of  dead  individuals,  as 
their  earthly  agents,  male  for  male  and 
female  for  female  That  such  persons 
receive  the  laying  on  of  hands  for  ihe 
reception  of  the  Holy  Ghost  for  those 
whom  they  are  baptized  for,  by  those 
holding  divine  authority.  Of  course,  no 
one  in  the  spirit  world  is  compelled  to 
accept  such  baptism,  any  more  than  a 
soul  in  earth  life  is  compelled  to  accept 
anything  done  for  him  by  another.  Such 
work  can  be  ratified  or  rejected  by  the 
dead,  but  nevertheless  the  work  is  done 
and.  will  sometime  be  accepted  by  them 
with  thankful  hearts,  when  thev  trulv  be- 
come converted  to  the  Gospel  of  Jesus. 
Christ. 


The  Saviour  says,  "  Except  a  man  be 
born  of  water  and  of  the  Spirit,  he  can- 
not enter  the  kingdom  ol  God." — Joseph 
Smith,    H.    of  C,   vol.   5,   p.   499. 

Genealogical  history  identifies  a  person 
from  every  other  individual,  such  as  the 
name,  place  and  date  of  birth,  name  ct 
father  and  mother,  date  and  place  ot 
death,  etc.  This  information  is  sent  to 
the  temples  where  members  of  the 
Church  rejoice  in  doing  this  holy  work, 
by  proxy,  for  departed  ones,  which  work 
is  now  being  done  freely  for  the  help  of 
those  desiring  the  same  in  South  Africa. 

The  Mormons  believe  that  Christ  first 
taught  the  Gospel  to  the  dead  in  the 
spirit  world  and  he  told  the  people  among 
whom  He  ministered  the  following : 
':  Marvel  not  at  this  :  for  the  hour  is  com- 
ing, in  the  which  all  that  are  in  the  graves 
shall  hear  his  voi.e."  and  He  again  said: 
"  Verily,  verily,  I  say  unto  you,  the 
hour  is  coming,  and  now  is,  when  the 
dead  shall  hear  the  voice  of  the  Son  of 
God:  and  they  that  hear  shall  live." 
John  5    :  25,   28. 

To  show  that  the.  dead  or  all  "  that 
are  in  the  graves  shall  hear  His  voice  " 
did  hear  Him  in  the  spirit  world,  note 
what  the  chief  x\postle  Peter  said  about 
the  Master  going  to  the  spirit  world 
while  His  body  laid  in  the  tomb  of 
Joseph.  I  Peter  3  :  18-20,  "  For  Christ 
also  hath  once  suffered  for  sins,  the  just 
for  the  unjust,  that  He  might  bring  us 
1o  God,  being  put  to  death  in  the  flesh 
but  quickened  by  the  spirit ;  By  which 
also  He  went  and  pleached  unto  th° 
spirits  in  prison ;  (some  of  whom  were 
those)  which  sometime  were  disobedient, 
when  once  the  long-suffering  of  God 
waited  in  the  days  of  Noah  while  the 
ark  was  a  preparing,  wherein  few,  that 
is,  eight  souls,  were  saved  by  water." 

I  Peter  4  :  6  tells  us  why  He  taught 
the  Gospel  to  those  in  the  spirit  world 
bv  saying,  t(  For,  for  this  cause  was  the 
Gospel  preached  also  to  them  that  are 
dead,  that  they  might  be  judged  accord- 
ing to  men  in  the  flesh,  but  live  accord- 
ing to  God  in  the  spirit." 

As  pertaining  to  baptism  the  Saviour 
taught  in  His  Gospel  the  following  to 
Nicodemus,  a  ruler  of  the  Jews:  "  Veri- 
fy, verily,  I  sav  unto  thee,  except  a  man 
be  born  again,  he  cannot  see  the  kingdom 
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of  God,"  and  He  said  again  to  Nicode- 
mus,  "  Verily,  verily,  I  say  unto  thee, 
except  a  man  be  born  of  water  and  of  the 
Spirit,  he  cannot  enter  into  the  kingdom 
of  God."  It  is  plain  that  Jesus  included 
all  mankind,  dead  and  living.  Hence  the 
great  blessing  of  the  Gospel  for  those 
who  have  died  without  receiving  a  know- 
ledge of  its  teachings. 

For  the  benefit  of  those  who  desire 
this  important  work  done  for  their 
kindred  dead,  the  Office .  of  The  South 
African  Mission,  Main  and  Grove  Roads, 
Mowbray,  C.P.,  are  prepared  to  assist 
with  collection  of  genealogical  informa- 
tion and  data  and  to  send  names  to  the 
temples  so  that  baptisms  for  the  dead  and 
oiher  work  can  be  performed  for  them.
